What happened at the Dies Committee 
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rowder’s Appearance 


Before the Dies Committee 


Earl Browder went to the Dies Committee 
hearings as a voluntary witness, after their 
‘request, immediately after the sessions of the 
National Committee of the Communist Party. 
He went to the Dies Committee to refute the 
#landers that had been placed on the record 
and to elucidate the policy of his Party, the 
policy of uniting the nation in common effort 
for the defense of peace and democracy. 

It is a fact that Browder succeeded, de- 
spite every effort to sidetrack the real issues, 
in demonstrating the constructive, indispens- 
able part which the Communists are playing 
in uniting the nation for peace and democratic 
. 

The very atmosphere of the hearings was 
elevated by Browder's personal presence and 
by the Communist message which he brought 
for the consideration of all thinking people. 
‘The newspapers stooped to every trick of dis- 
tortion to keep Browder’s constructive mes- 
sage from the people. The Dies Committee 
is now parading some of its prize provoca- 
teurs and discredited “experts” to erase the 
earnest and sober impression which Brow- 
der’s testimony has made on wide sections of 


American opinion. 


The purpose behind the Dies Committee 
is to disunite and disorganize the national 
unity behind a barrage of red-baiting. Brow- 
der was able to demonstrate this by the man- 
ner in which he put forward the Communist 
program for national unity behind a program 
of peace and democratic progress. Brow- 
der was able to show that real national unity 
can be achieved only by combatting the in- 
fluence of Tory reaction, by defending the 

-living standards and civil liberties of the peo- 
ple against Wall Street monopoly. 

He demonstrated that America must be on 
guard against reaction’s false cry of “unity,” 
for which reaction demands a price—the 

‘junking of the country’s social advances. And 
‘Browder’s program for defending America’s 
peace broke through all distortions and in- 
-sinuations. 

The Committee attempted to make much 


‘of their puerile “discovery” that the Ameri- 


can Communists are affiliated with working 


class, Communist parties of other lands in 
“international solidarity against exploitation 


and war. But whatever incitements had been 
planned on this score failed. They were a dud 
against Browder’s incisive proof of the value 
and necessity for the American people to 


thus far needs to be considered by every 
American who desires that his‘civil liberties 
shall be protected. The effort of the Dies 
Committee to generate incitement against the 
civil rights of the Communists and illegalize 
their Party is a very real menace to the civil 


rights of the entire nation.

There is absolutely no shortage of food. 

And yet prices are leaping upward. The 
profiteers are reaping war profits. 

The supplies of wheat, sugar, cotton, 
metals and similar vital commodities are at 
record-breaking heights. The government 
owns millions of pounds of butter, cotton, 
bread, cereals. Private business has in its 
warehouses more “surpluses.” 

Yet the profiteérs are snatching war 
profits out of rising prices. This is a crime 
against the nation. 

The Tory press is trying to hide the guilt 
of the Wall Street profiteers by insinuating 
that the poverty-stricken housewives of the 
nation are responsible. The press features 


such insulting headlines as “Panicky House- 


wives Bring on Sugar Shortage” (N. . Daily 
News), or “Women’s Rush Sends Sugar Up” 
(N. v. Herald Tribune). These headlines are 
actual encouragement to and protection for 
profiteering. 

Consuniers, housewives, civie organiza- 
tions need to act.

The Negro People and the, 


War Situation 


The position of the Pittsburgh Courier, 
one of the largest Negro weeklies, on the 
present European war situation is a grave 
disservice to the Negro people and to the 
struggle for Negro rights. 


The leading editorial in the current issue 
of the Courier says: 


“The war in Europe need not detain us 
because it will make no difference to us who 
wins.“ 

Certainly, the Courier is not speaking for 
the Negro people. They have shown beyond 
all question, that their best interests lie with 
the forces of democracy and progress on an 
international and national scale. It is because 
of the increasing solidarity of the Negro peo- 
ple with the labor and progressive forces of 
the nation, that the whole struggle for Negro 
rights has moved steadily forward. The Ne- 
gro has a vital stake in the battle to destroy 
reaction and fascist barbarism, no matter 
where it takes place. 


It was the treachery of the British and 
French Tories which sold out Ethiopia to the 
butcher Mussolini. It was Chgmberlain’s pro- 
fascist Munich line which betrayed Austria, 
Spain, Czechoslovakia into the hands of Hit- 
ler. Now the same Chamberlain Munich— 
possibly using a bloody war against the Po- 
lish people—which hovers over Poland like a 
vulture waiting to gobble up Polish inde- 
pendence. 

Unquestionably, the Negro people—be- 
cause they want their full rights in America 
Dare very concerned about what happens in 


the present European situation. They want 


to see Hitler aggression and Chamberlain 
Munich treachery smashed. This would mean 
a powerful blow to fascism and a strengthen- 
ing of the Ethiopian people who are sfill 
fighting so valiarttly for their freedom. Hit- 


ler would find another obstacle in his plan 


of seizing African colonies, turning them into 
an even worse inferno of oppression than 
now and stifling the present fight of the col- 
onies for independence. In this situation the 
triumph of the Soviet Union in obtaining the 


non-aggression pact with Germany, thus 


shattering the fascist axis, stands out 
brighter than ever as a contribution to Ethi- 
opian independence and to Negro rights in 
general. 

A victory for the forces of peace and de- 
mocracy in Europe would be a crushing blow 
to the allies of fascism and Chamberlain 
treachery in America. These Munichmen— 
the Republican Hoovers, Vandenbergs and 
Tafts together wth the Garnercrats—are the 
main bearers of reaction and fascism against 
the Negroes in this country. We are con- 
fident that the Negro people, in their own 
as well as in the nation’s interest, will con- 
tinue their contributions to peace and democ- 
racy, at home and abroad.

0 * of the greatest evils, one of the greatest calamities 
which has been left to us from the old capitalist 
society, is the complete divorce of books from living ex- 
perience, for we have had books in which everything was 
written on an idealist plane, and such books, more often 
than not, only demonstrated the most disgustingly hypo- 
critical lies, and gave us a false idea of the Communist 
Society. Thus a purely academic assimilation of the state- 
ments on Communism in these books would be entirely 
fallacious. Today our articles are not simply a repetition 
of what used to be said about Communism, fer our articles and our 
speeches are linked with our all-inclusive work. Without work, without 
struggle, academic knowledge of Communism, drawn from pamphiets 
ard Communist writings, would be quite worthless, because it would 
only serve to prolong the old divorce of theory and practice which was’ 
the most disgusting characteristics of the old bourgeois society. . «+ « 

e are then confronted with a big question: How ‘are we to 
reconcile all this for the sake of Communist education? What must 
we borrow from the old school of thought, the old science? The old 
school declared its desire to give man a complete general education, 
to teach the sciences as a whole. 

We know that this was fundamentally untrue, for all society was 
based and Daerr 
and oppressed. Consequently it Was natural that the school, entirely 
—— as it was with the class spirit, should only give knowledge 
to the children of the bourgeoisie. Each word was distorted in the 
interest of the bourgeoisie. In the schools the young generation of 
workers and peasants wag trained in the interests of the bourgeoisie, 
rather than given instruction. It was educated in ‘such a way as to 
mould for the bourgeoisie useful servants, capable of reaping benefits 
for them without disturbing their own peace and leisure, That is why, 
repudiating the old school, we have set ourselves the task of borrow- 
ing from it only that which we need to obtain a vue Communist 
education. 


— — 


We Must Learn to Take the Best 


Here let me attack the criticisms, the accusations which are con- 
stantly applied to the old school and which lead to interpretations 
which are radically false. It is said that the old school was that of 
passive study, of training, of learning by heart. Quite true, but even 
so we must distinguish between what it had that was useful to us 
and what it had that was bad for us: we must learn to take from it 
what is necessary for Communism. 


The old school was a school of passive learning, it forced men to 
assimilate a quantity of superfiuous knowledge, useless, dead, cramming 
the brain, making each young generation pass the uniform standard 
of the bureaucrats. But you would be committing a gross error if you 
concluded therefore that it was possible to become a Communist with- 
or* having assimilated the sum of knowledge of which Communism 
itself is the product. Marxism is an example showing us how Commu- 
nisr: has emerged from the sum of human knowledge. 


You have read and you have heard it said that Communist theory, 
the science of Communism, mainly created by Marx, Marxist teaching 
in fact, has ceased to be the work of a socialist, even a genius, of the 
nineteenth century, to become instead the doctrine of millions and 
tens of millions of proletarians throughout the world, drawing from it 
their inspiration for their struggle against capitalism. And if you ask 
the question, how has the teaching of Marx been able to win over 
these millions and tens of millions of hearts of the most revolutionary 
class, you will get only one answer: it has come about because Marx 
has built on the solid foundations of human knowledge gained during 
the capitalist regime. Marx understood, after studying the laws of the 
development of human society, the inevitability of the development of 
capitalism itself leading to Communism, and—here the essential point 
—he demonstrated solely by the most exact, the most minute, most 
profound study, of capitalist society, while assimilating completely the 
fruits of previous science. Everything which human society had created 
he worked through, criticized, verified according to the working-class 
movement's history, and drew from it conclusions which men who had 
been limited or fettered by bourgeois prejudices could never have 


| Must Make Distinctions 


The old school formed the lackeys necessary to the capitalists; of 
men of science it made men called to speak and write as the capitalists 
wished. That means that it must be liquidated. We must liquidate it, 
we must destroy it; but does that Mean that we must not take from it 
the ‘heritage accumulated that is still necessary to mankind? Does it 
mean that we should not know how to distinguish between what is 
necessary for capitalism, and what is necessary for Communism? 

We shall substitute for the old training given by the bourgeois 
society, in opposition to the will of the majority, the conscious discipline 
of the workers and peasants, who join to their hatred of the old society 
the resolution, the ability and will to unite and to organize their forces 
for the struggle, to forge out of the will of millions and hundreds of 
millions of men scattered, distributed throughout an immense country, 
a single will!
